Background 


My wife is Leah Nielsen McReynolds, daughter of Leonidas Nielsen McReynolds (1902-1990) 
and Beatrice Morris McReynolds (1903-1992), long-time residents of Salem, VA. 


Leonidas N. McReynolds was the eldest son of Leonidas Dickson McReynolds (1862-1916) and 
Johnanne Nielsen Bonde McReynolds (1869-1938). 


Johnanne was born in Haderslev, Denmark, in 1869. Her parents were Jens Jorgen Nielsen 
Bonde (1831- ) and Sofie Magdelene Sorensen Bonde (1839- ). Haderslev is on the southern part of 
the Jutland Peninsula. In southern Jutland there is an area known as Schleswig. It became part of 
Germany in 1864 as the result of a German-Danish war, which is why you see some records for 
Johanne, like the 1900 U.S. Roanoke County, Va., census, say she was born in Germany. Haderslev, and 
that part of Schleswig of which it was a part, were returned to Denmark in 1920. 


As Leah's family story goes, Johanne came to the United States in 1883, at age 14, under the 
care and sponsorship of Anna J. Nelsen, Christian's wife. Leah's father referred to Anna J. Nelsen as 
Johanne's aunt. [1 am having trouble making that connection, so if you can help, I'd appreciate it.] The 
1893 newspaper account of the wedding reported that Johanne came to Scranton "nine years ago" 
[1884] from Haderslev, North Schleswig, Germany, and made her home with her uncle, Chris Nelsen. 
[So ! am not certain whether Johanne's connnection to the Nelsens was through Christian's family, or 
Anna's family.] 
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in any case, Johanne lived in Scranton (later known as Pascagoula), MS, until she married 

Leonidas D. McReynolds there in the Lutheran church on 24 August 1893. He was a native of Double 
Springs, Oktibbeha County, MS, near Starkeville, and at the time of the wedding was living in Salem, 
Va., "in charge of the commercial department of Roanoke College," according to the news report of the 
wedding. The wedding ceremony was performed by the Lutheran pastor, C.J. Broders. The wedding 
party included Mr. Christian Nelson [spelling of last name from newspaper account], Nelsena Nelson 
(maid of honor), Mr. John Nelson (attending the groom) and Hans Nelson (usher). After the wedding, 
"the bridal party with a number of friends and relatives were royally entertained at the residence of 
Mr. C. Nelson, the bride's home," according to the newspaper account of the wedding. if you can give 
me information about John and Hans, I'd be grateful. | thought for a while they were the same person. 


Again, according to Leah's father, the Nelson and McReynolds families remained close through 
the years. Some of the photo IDs are labeled as "Uncle Nelson," with the Nelson's periodically coming 
to Salem to visit. Irene McReynolds, the oldest child of Leonidas and Johanne, became the lifelong 
friend of Leona Nelson, the youngest daughter of Christian and Anna. 


The Census of 1900 shows John Christian Nelson, of Scranton, MS, born in 1848, Denmark, 
living on Pascagoula St, with his wife, Anna J. Both came to the US in 1870. 


According to Leah’s father, Christian J. Nelsen was from Horsen’s Denmark, which is on the 
northeastern side of the Jutland Peninsula. The donated photos include two scenes of that town, as 
well as a picture of Christian’s mother (whose name I do not know). 


Nelsena J. Nelsen, the first child of Christian and Anna, was born in October 1871, in Louisiana. 
The Louisiana birth records on Ancestry.com show Nelsina Jacobina Nilsen born 13 October 1871 in 
New Orleans to Charles Nilsen and Anna Josephine Milbock. | did not order the original record of the 
birth, but perhaps it can clarify if Anna’s maiden name was Milbock or Miebeck (which Leah’s father 
scribed on one of the pictures — not included) as being the maiden name of Johanne's great- 
grandmother on Johanne's mother's side. 


The pictures are from an old red-velvet covered photo album or another dilapidated photo 
album that came from the McReynold's home in Salem, Va. Leah’s father, at some point, undertook 
the identification of some of the photos and wrote the IDs on the jackets housing the photos. At a later 
point, before 1990, | sat with Leah's father and asked about the other unnamed photos. He was able to 
identify some additional ones.
